
Two Die in Drowning Accidents Tues.
A 6-year-old youngster, 

playing on a raft in a 
North Torranoe drainage 
area, was drowned yester­ 
day afternoon when he ap­ 
parently fell from the 
flimsy craft into the deep 
water.

Gregory Dan Nissen was 
pronounced dead at Har­ 
bor General Hospital in 
spite of a valiant, effort 
by Ton-ance police and 
firemen to save his life. 
Youngster fell into a sump 
at 178th St. and St. An­ 
drews Place.

The boy and his mother,

Rene i\ i s s e n. both of 
Whittier, had been visit­ 
ing friends in this city.

Pulled from the icy 
water unconscious, the boy 
was given artificial res­ 
piration and mouth-to- 
mouth rescuscitat ion in an 
effort to revive him. Fire­ 
men and police officers 
worked over the young­ 
ster until the ambulance 
arrived and continued the 
treatment in the ambu­ 
lance all of the way to 
the hospital.

EDITORIAL
Tragic accident occured

just six days after an edi­ 
torial appearred in the 
Torrance Press warning 
that such an incident 
could easily occur if "the 
young Tom Sawyers who 
found the sumps and 
flooded areas such an irri- 
sistable playground" were 
not kept away from them.

Less than an hour after 
youngster was pulled from 
the pond a police car was 
dispatched to the area to 
chase away another group 
of boys who were playing 
in the same place.

Police reiterate/1 their

warning that youngsters 
found playing in the dan­ 
gerous places will be taken 
into custody, transported 
to the police station and 
the parents will be called 
to pick them itp.

City councilmen' last 
night indicated that a 
study would be made to 
determine why the area 
\vas not fenced.

in a second fatal drown­ 

ing yesterday, the body of 
Vivian E. Meadows, 58. 
was discovered in the

bathtub of his apartment 
at 1629*12 Cabrillo Ave.

Body of the man '(vas 
discovered yesterday 
morning by the apartment 
house's cleaning woman. 
Tub was full of water and 
Meadows had apparently 
been dead for several 
hours.

Police were investigat­ 
ing the possibility that the 
elderly man fell asleep in 
the tub, or slipped and 
fell.

An autopsy will be per­ 
formed to determine the 
actual cause of death.

Torrance city council- 
men last night took some 
unexpected swipes at
agencies with which the 
city contracts for services.

Councilmen instructed 
City Manager Wade Pee­ 
bles to survey the possi­ 
bility of finding another 
agency to handle the 
pound service for the city 
after additional complaints 
against the Torrance Hu­ 
mane Society, currently 
under contract, were 
lodged.

Humane Society has 
been the subject of numer­ 
ous complaints lodged by 
Torrance residents over 
the past several months. 
Complaints have varied 
from charges that the 
grounds and buildings; at

the pound, located at 
20336 Earl St., were al­ 
lowed to become unkempt 
to further charges that 
employees refused to an­ 
swer calls on weekends.
